The  Prince  of  Peace  Fund. 


For  the  past  six  months  the  Reformed 
Church  has  been  pushing  a  vigorous 
campaign  to  raise  $250,000  for  foreign 
missions.  $132,000  of  this  amount  is  to 
be  used  to  liquidate  the  present  indebt- 
edness of  the  board.  The  remainder  to 
provide  for  some  of  the  more  urgent 
needs  of  the  work  in  China  and  Japan. 
Every  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  has  been  asked  to  do  what  it  can 
toward  this  fund.  Individual  members 
of  the  church  have  been  solicited  as 
well  as  the  churches  and  Sunday 
schools.  A  large  number  of  personal 
gifts  of  $500,  and  of  $1,000  have  been 
made  to  the  fund.  Many  others  have 
given  $100,  some  $50,  and  others  smaller 
amounts.  Grace  Church  has  not  made 
any  special  effort  to  raise  money  for 
this  fund.  The  campaign  closes  May 
1st.  Our  people  know  about  the  cam- 
paign and  some  have  spoken  to  the  pas- 
tor about  the  matter  and  want  to  con- 
tribute to  the  fund.  We  shall  be  glad 
to  receive  any  personal  contributions. 
We  should  have  a  number  who  will  be 
willing  to  give  ten  or  five  dollars  a 
piece.  Some  may  want  to  give  more. 
We  are  going  to  observe  April  25th  as 
the  Prince  of  Peace  Fund  Day.  The 
Sunday  School  offering  will  be  for  this 
fund.  The  offerings  at  both  morning 
and  evening  service  wil  be  for  this  pur- 
pose. We  hope  to  have  a  liberal  offer- 
ing. Let  us  help  this  fund  along  all  we 
possibly  can.
